THIRTY YEARS aGo. 

Thirty years ago, there were many hun- 
dred millions of human beings alive who 
are now dead. It requires not the aid of 
inspiration to fortel the same catastrophe 
respecting hundreds of millions now living 
in thirty years to come. : 

Thirty years ago all Europe was involv- 
ed in the French Revolutionary War, the 
most atrocious and diabolical strife in which 
the lives of men were ever thrown away, 
since theage of Nimrod, by the most hu- 
mane intellectual, and religious nations un- 
der the sun, in comparison with whom near- 
ly all the rest of the people of the earth are 
cruel, ignorant, idolatrous barbarians ! Such 
is the consistency of human character. We 
| dare not prophecy, that the crimes and cru- 
elties of a similar conflict will not be remov- 
ed for thirty years to come, 

_ Thirty years ago, Mr. Pitt was in thé ze- 
nith of power, and Mr. Fox in the nadir of 
Opposition, balancing betwegn them our po- 
litical sphere, amidst those disturbing forces 
of tremendous energy, which were then 
shaking the whole system of civilized socic- 
ty around. ‘They are nov sleeping side by 
side, under their marble tombs in West- 
minster Abbey, and our little world of poli- 
tics is io equilibrium sti!l without them.— 
* We ne’er may look upon their like again ;? 
| and yet wuat reason is there to question that 
| two as great as they, and beuer paired to 

serve their country, dy union rather than by 
| contention, may arise in thirty years to 
come ¢ 

Thirty years ago this kingdom was divid 
ed agrinst itself by the aristocrats and the 
Jacobins, the first of whom were willing to 
sacrifice the liberties of their country to 
prevent the latter from extending them by 
a reformation of abuses. ‘The one monop- 
olized all the loyalty, and the other all the 
independence,in the land with equal preten- 
sions—that is with none at all. The legal 
fiction of “ Constructive Treason” was ine 
vented in those days and explamed with 
such con$ummate clearness, in a speech of 
nine hours, by the present Lord Chancellor, 
then Attorney General,—that no twelve 
honest men could be found to understand it, 
—consequently the accused were most ignos 
rantly acquitted. May never a Jury be 
more enlightened for thirty years to come! 

Thirty years ago, the National Devt was 
some two or three hundred millions. By 
able management it has been raised in the 
interval, to thrice that sum. But it already 
shews such symptoms of decay, that unless 
sowe new war be engaged to recruit it, there 
is Cause to fear it may be reduced to the 
first named amount in thirty years to come. 

Thirty years ago, Bonaparte was vot 

known, except as _an artillery officer in the 
French army. His campaigns in Italy, 
Germany, Egypt, Syria, Poland and Rus- 
sia, his exile at Elba, his return to Paris, 
his overthrow at Waterloo, his imprison- 
ment at St. Helena, and his death have all 
been and gone, as if they never had been, 
except ig their consequences, which will not 
cease to be implicated with the fate of na- 
tions till the world’s end. There may be a 
boy at school, this day, or rather at home, 
during the midsummer vacation, who shall 
arrive at equal eminence of power, glory 
and domimon over the destinies of man 
through iife and beyond the grave, in thirty 
years to come. 
Thirty years ago the small pox was a per- 
petual pestilence walking io darkness 
throughout the world, wherever ships and 
armies, inerchants or travellers from Europe 
| had visited. Vaccination has chased this 
fiend from the rising of the sun to the goiug 
down of the same, and from the shores of 
Greenland to Patagonia. ‘There will scarce- 
ly be a pock marked face for thirty years 
to come. 

Thirty years ago, there was scarcely a 
poet living among us, except Cowper and 
Peter Pindar. There are now as many au- 
thors of volumes of verse as days in th: 
year,—aye, even ina leap year,—we had 
almost said hours. ‘The works of thirty nig 
these may perhaps be remembered for thir- 
ty years to come, , 

Thirty years ago, there was neither gas 
lights, nor steam packets, nor safety lamps, 
nor life boats, uor a hundred other me- 
chanical aad useful inveot ons. All these 
will most probably be improved above what
